The Use and Abu»« of Thin Most Danger* 


oiii Bypuotio Drug. 


Chloral is tho most popular hypnotic, 


but is this one which most frequently gives 
riso to habit. Clergymen segiu. to be par- 
ticultirly addicted to tho formation of this 
habit. \Vhen I opened the discussion on 
hypnotics ub th3 British Medical associa- 
tion, 1 was taken to task for saying that 
chloral was a dangerous drug, yet it was 
admitted, that it was the custom to give 
digitalis with the chloral. Digitalis is nob 
an antidote to tho paralyzing effect of 
chloral when administered with it, for tho 
nation of digitalis is altogether too slow. 
Cases were quoted in which patients had 
taken large dosos of chloral and bad sur- 
vived, but theso exceptions prove" no£h£ng 
and aro no more an argument for the safe- 
ty of chloral than tho fact that persons 
ha\ e fallen from great heights and havo 
escaped injury is an argument for jump- 
ing off high buildings. Chloral is not a 
bufo drug. Sooner or later chloral \vill bo 
Uso.d in a cnso of fatty degeneration of tho 
hoart, and the patient may bo killed with 
perhaps 11 dose, of only ten grains. 
It is 


not a MiCo drug certainly in the hands of 
hiit;h practitioners as would administer 
digitalis ut tho samo time. Of tho substi- 
tutes for chloral butyl chloral has been 
abandoned. 


Piofossor liiehot claims that chlorulose 


is a sedative so far as tho brain is con- 
cerned, and a stimulant so fur as tho 
hpinnl cord is concerned. This is true of 
dogs, but, in a fatal -MKU seen in practice 
tho paralysis camo from tho heart, itiul 
thero \voro no symptoms that could bo at- 
tributed to o\eroxc.ital>ility of the spinal 
cord. Tliero is a salt) derivative of chloral, 
how m or—ohloi'alamlde. Tho introduction 
of Iho'uiniilo radical i>outrall/.OH to u 0011- 
gidurublo extent the depressing action on 
tlie heart. It is fairly insoluble, and is 
therefore more prolonged in its action. It 
is tar safer than chloral. It is dillicult to 
form a habit with ehloralaiuido, yot 1 
know of onu iiintani'o in which tho patient 
developed tho habit after taking it with- 
out my knowledge for a year. Tho habit 
was curi'd without great dilliciilty.—Pro-

London, July 28.—The continuation of 


terrific heat the greater part of the week 
brought about a condition of general dis- 
integration to an unparalleled pitch. Al- 
most as remarkable as the breakdown of 
long established social customs before the 
tropical wave is the break up of the Lib- 
eral party. Were a general election far 
distant the condition of the Liberal party 
would be serious, but in view of the fact 
that the country is face to face with dis- 
solution the situation of the Opposition 
seems hopeless. 


The formation of a third pnrty is gen- 


erally considered 
almost 
inevitable as 


the result of the internal dissensions now 
raging in the Liberal ranks. 
The im- 


perialists have thrown off the mask and 
demanded control of the party, maintain- 
ing that both Vjy numbers and Influence 
they are entitled to dictate its policy. In 
this they are opposed by the "Forwards," 
or anti-imperialist Liberals, with n vigor 
and bitterness that can only be compared 
to the acerbity with which the Glad- 
stoniuns assailed the Liberal-Unionists 
when home rule brought the parting of 
the ways. 


The climax of the strife that has been 


simmering since the commencement of 
the Boer war came Wednesday, when 
one-third of the Liberal party voted to 
condemn the colonial secretary, Mr. Jo- 
seph Chamberlain, and all his works. 
One-third voted with the government to 
sustain him, while the smallest section 
of all, including the nominal leader, ab- 
stained from voting at all. 


It is HCarrcly surprising that Sir Henry

Newspaper Morality. 


One of the most curious things about 


the newspaper, says li L. Godklii in Tho 
Atlantic, is that the public does not expect 
from a newspaper proprietor the same sort 
of morality it expects from persons in oth- 
er callings.

A newspaper proprietor, 
therefore, who finds that his profits re- 
main high, no matter what views he pro- 
mulgates and what kind of morality ho 
practices, can hardly, with fairness to the 
community, be treated as an exponent of 
its opinions. Ho will not consider what 
it thinks when be finds he has only to 
consider what it will buy and that it will 
buy his paper without agreeing with It.

Aluminium and Iron. 


It is found that the addition of from two 


to five pounds of aluminium to n ton of 
iron renders it grayer and softer, the slag

In this 
case, too, the iron is more fluid in tho 
ladle and can be poured into small molds 
without any tendency to chill, and tho for- 
mation ;of "waster" castings, duo to blow- 
holes, is entirely avoided. The aluminium 
does not reduce the melting point of cast 
Iron.or steel, but increases its fluidity by 
tho removal of impurities. But the effect 
of a small proportion of aluminium upon 
steel with medium carbon is to Increase 
Its tenacity and impair its ductility. It 
may also be used in the same proportion 
in .brass manufacturing and in larger 
quantities for making ".aluminium brass." 
—Exchange.

The first clock in our sense of tho word 


seems to have been (for we are not sure aa 
to what clocks they were which in 872 
the Venetians Invented, of which they sent 
a specimen to Constantinople) one made 
In 1374 for Charles V of Franco. It was 
a very big one, weighing several hundred- 
weight and made by u converted Arab, 
named Henry do Vic, and those who are 
curious may find full details In Froissart. 
This clock was put up in the round tower 
of tho palace, and for months vast crowds 
assembled to watch the novelty's action 
and details. It Js not with this, however, 
or any of the succeeding efforts of clock- 
makers that wo arc concerned, but at a far 
anterior date with tho contrivances by 
which men measured time and supplied in 
some degree tho place of the clock. 
And 


back to remotest ages must we go. 


Tho water clock, otherwise tho clepsy- 


dra, 
seems, unless tho Egyptologists find 


something fresh in that land of incessant 
discoveries from tho most far mists of 
time, to have been the first scientific effort 
at noting tho hours. A good many people 
talk glibly about tho clepsj dra who neil her 
know its precise construction nor the na- 
tion who have tho credit of constructing 
it. That belongs to the Assyrian, and as 
far back as at least o-\er 2,<!00 yeurs ago 
the clepsydra was used in Nineveh under 
the sway of tho second Sardunnpalus. It 
*was a brass vessel of cylindrical shape, 
holding several gallons of water, which 
could only emerge through ono tiny hole 
in the side. Thus tho trickling of tho fluid 
marked a certain amount of time, and the 
water was emptied about half a, dozen 
times per diem. In Niuoveh there was ono 
at tho palace, and ono in each principal 
district. 
These were all filled by signal 


from a watchman on a tower at the mo- 
ment of sunrise, and each had an attend- 
ant, whoso business was to refill tho 
clepsydra as soon as it was emptied, thu 
fact being announced by criers, much 
in tho last century tho watchman drowsily 
Shout-eel the hours at night throughout the 
streets of London. Some five centuries 
later an anonymous genius made iv great 
improvement by inserting toothed wheels, 
which revolving turned t\vo hands on a 
dial In clock fashion, thus showing the 
progress of tho time, which from ono fill- 
Ing to emptying uvoragod 2J-£ hours. 
In 


tills slmpo tho clepsydra, which was then 
chii'ily procurable in Egypt, became Intro- 
duced to various other nations, including 
Rome, where it flourished with \urious 
splendid embellishments until tho end ol 
the empire. 


Tho sundial stands next in tho order ol 


time to the clepsydra. It was invented al 
Alexandria some five centuries and a hal; 
B. C. Unlike the water clock, It flourished 
through all tho conturios, oven unto our 
own days, where It fitly adorns many i 
stately or simple old world garden 
smooth shady lawn. It was naturally ol 
greater constant use in other climes than 
those of our "brumous" isle, from tho far 
larger amount of sunshine these enjoyed. 
But some fine and famous sundials hn\u 
long existed withiu tho realm, and tho in- 
scriptions have not been their least charm 
' of tho past. 


During tho dark ages tho clepsydra 


seems to havo vanished with tho Konmn 
empire. Its rointroduction into Kurnpo is 
duo to that horo of our young days, tha 
Caliph llaruun-al-Rubchid, tho famous po- 
tentate of Bngdild having Bent in tho year 
807 a splendid specimen to Charlemagne. 
But just about or u little before this time 
France hud hit on another mode of mark- 
ing timo by tho invention of tho hour- 
glass, destined to as long an existence us 
the sundial. 
Indeed, properly made, this 


was a valuable and accurato timepiece, 
provided it wns regularly turned. 


Wo need not do more than alludo to tho 


habit after tho reformation, and especial- 
ly in Scotland, of preachers measuring 
their discourses by the hourglass in the 
pulpit. 
Tbcso marked an hour exactly. 


Those first in ado in Charlemagne's day 
run for 13 hours. Alfred tho Great hit 
upon a method of measuring time which 
shows that there was no bason one, though 
very probably some of the monasteries 
(then tho only homos of knowledge) were 
acquainted with water clocks and hour- 
glasses, if not by practical knowledge at 
•any rate by hearsay. 
However, the king- 


dom in general followed Alfred's plan, 
which, though ingenious, necessarily lack- 
ed anything liko the accuracy of the other 
inventions. Yet tho king's idea was hailed 
as a wonderful effort of genius, which, for 
such an era und by comparison with tho 
general Ignorance, it was. As every school- 
boy (In this case literally) knows, Alfred 
marked time by rushlights. 
A long ex- 


istence, by the way. has tho rushlight en- 
joyed, seeing that middle aged people still 
remember Its use 
In tho nursery at 


night, and the reflection of tho circular 
noles in the tall metal shades on the ceil- 
ing. 
Alfred, says an ancient authority, 


"that ho might properly know how the 
hours passed, made uso of burning taper? 
which wero marked with lines, and fixed 
in lanthorns, an expedient invented by 
himself" (so, by tho way, wero in 8!)2 tha 
lanthorns of scraped horn, which still 
some old fashioned rustics prefer to glabs). 
But tapers, however, wero then very ex- 
pensive. The king might himself use 
these, but probably the rushlight was u.std 
by people in general. 


Of all primitive methods of telling the 


time, however, tho most curious and 
among tho most ancient existed in China, 
and as tho "cycle of Cathay" has revolved 
unaltered for ages no wonder it is still in 
use there. Time was guessed by recourse 
to tho harmless necessary cat. 
By exam- 


ination of her eye tho Chinaman could 
and can make a fab? shot at tho hour by 
inspection of the creature's pupil. At noon 
it is said completely to contract, so that a 
thin hairlike perpendicular lino only de- 
notes tho-pupil, which again afternoon 
begins to dilate. The floral clock of Lln- 
nfflus is, of course, comparatively modern. 
—London Standard.

Somo sweetmeats havo for centuries re- 


mained unchanged iu their composition. 
The custards and omelets of BOO years ago 
still remain unchanged. Again, centuries 
ago slices of apple, parsnip, etc., were dip- 
ped in batter and fried, just as wo make 
our beignets. In tho fifteenth century "to 
niak payn pardieu" the cooks fried "payn- 
uuiyne or frusho bred" and soused it with 
yolks of eggs sweetened. In the cookery 
books of today wo find "pain perdu" 
menus slices of stale bread soaked In milk, 
then dipped In beaten egg and fried in 
boiling fat and served hot in custard.— 
Gentleman's Magazine.

lu Making Oruaineu- 


tal Sweetmeat* For Table Uocoratlou. 
Anciently gitiat ingoiiiiiiy was exercised 


In the making of ornamental sweetnicnW 
for table decoration. At grout banquets a 
"subtilty" or "sotelt$-" or "sotillee," as 
It was variously termed — an elaborate de- 
vice In t-ugttr or pastry, or in both, cloood 
each course, and this device usually bore 
tiome reference, humorous or otherwise, to 
the occasion of the entertainment. It was 
to ornament the inugnillceut feasts which 
iepresentcd gastronomic tuste and lavish 
ixpendlturo during the reigns of William 
Hufus, Henry III, Richard II and Henry 
IV, that subtelles were invented. At the 
loronation fuast of Henry V, in 1431, there 
was n subtilteo of "a pelican sitting on 
her nest with her youn«,"and "an image 
of St. Catherine holding a book and dis- 
puting with the doctois." 


The enthronization feast of Archbishop 


Xe\ill at York was one of tho most nota- 
ble of hibtoric banquets. Among tho 
sweetmeats -were "cold tartes, baked, 
4,000; cold custards, baked, 8,000; hoc 
custards, 2,000," besides "spices, sugared 
Uelieates, and wafers plentio." The sub- 
tilteos were of the most elaborate kind. 
One represented a doctor of divinity being 
led into his pulpit by a demon. At another 
great feast, tho onthronization of Arch- 
bishop Warehain, chancellor of Oxford, in 
1503, a subtilteo represented St. Augustine 
and his attendant in tho act of petitioning 
King Ktholbert for leave to preach Chris- 
tianity In his dominions. Another repre- 
sented tho eight towers of tho university. 
In every tower stood a bedell, and under 
the towers were figures of tho king, to 
whom Chancellor Wareham, encircled by 
many doctors properly habited, presented 
Latin verses which were answered by his 
majesty. 
Other devices, such as the four 


hcasons, with Latin inscriptions, appeared 
at this feast. 


A favorite device of tho master cook 


was a real peacock, feathers, tail and all. 
At Archbishop Xe%lH's feast them were 
no fewer than 104 peacocks so treated. 
Many of tho subtiltees which appeared at 
banquets wero upon religious subjects, 
and others related to incidents in English 
history. Furnace, the cook In Massinger's 
"New Way to Pay Old Debts" (!«««), 
speaks of raising "fortifications in pastry 
which, if they had been practiced at Breda, 
Spinola might havo thrown his cap at it 
and ne'er took It." Tho celebrated siege 
of Breda, it may bo noted, lasted from 
Aug. 26, 1024, to July 1 following.— Gen- 
tleman's Magazine.

u milky lluid that is very pfllivtjubje. When 
fully matured, tho nut yluJUs.ia fixed oil, 
which is used for oulinujiy purposes, iu 
lumps and for manufacturing stearin can- 
dles and marine soap. By compression 
iu the cold, the oil is separated into u 
liquid culled "olelne" and « more..solid 
part culled "cocosine." The hard shel,! of 
the nut is fashioned into cups, ludlcs, 
spoons, beads, bottles, knife handles, etc., 
and is often beautifully polished anil elab- 
orately earvi'd.

yokes and fishing rods. 


A f tor the tree ceases to bonr fruit it is cut 


down and its wood is used for many pur- 
poses. It is a reddish wood, in beautifully 
veined, admits of a high polish, ati^^im- 
ported for ornamental joinery under the 
name of "porcupine wood.'" .It Is said 
that no other tree and no other plant con 
tributes in so many ways to the wants 
and tho eoinH>rt8 of man as does this "tree 
of 100 uses"—the cooonnut palm.—Phila- 
delphia Times.

To color woolen goods block, use an 


ounce of extract of logwood and half an 
ounco of blue Intriol for each pound ol 
cloth. Put tho vitriol in water enough to 
cover tho cloth, and when they aro thor- 
oughly mixed put in tho cloth and let It 
scald 20 minutes. Then take the cloth out 
and throw it into clear water. Put tha 
logwood into a vessel with sufficient water 
for tho goods, press tho water from tho 
cloth and put it into the logwood water 
nnd scald it 80 minutes. Then take out 
tho cloth and air well. Meanwhile put tho 
vitriol water into the vessel with the log- 
wood and again put in tho cloth and tonld 
it 16 minutes longer. This will prevent 
the goodi when pressed from rubbing off.

A Boat 4,600 Years Old. 


A viking craft found In Norway some 


timo ago was in use about the year'lOOO 
A. D., and at onco bicame famqufi ns by- 
far tho oldest specimen of wdtchsraft in 
existence. The boats in tho C3lzch inn 
soum, it was decided by tho learned, were 
used at least 4,500 years ago, and were 
contemporaneous with the Dnshur pyrn 
in ids of tho eleventh Egyptian dynasty. 


With this boat and the two which re 


main in tho Cairo museum were two more 
which still rest in tho sands which stretch 
desolately from the Dashur pyramids, near

Tlie Tulo of * Youue Girl Burled In the 


Woods of Muluo and Her Body Covci ed 
With Gold und Gems—Uow Jerry Harper 
Got One of the Dhuuondg. 


Everybody \\ ho has worked in thu Maino 


logging cumps bus heard tho story of 
Jacques Dupont and the great bag of glit- 
tering diamonds which ho hid uway in his 
daughter's grave somewhere along tho 
headwaters of the Aroostook river. Though 
few people of tho present generation take 
much stock in the narrative, at least ono 
diamond of the hoard has been found 
within 20 years. It was taken to a Boston 
jeweler, who offered $500 for the Kcm, but 
Jerry Harper, tho man who found it, sus- 
pected tho stone was worth more and car- 
ried it until ho had taken a few more 
glasses of liquor, and then loft it in a Tre- 
mont street barroom as security for drinks. 
When ho called later to recover his prop- 
erty, tho bartender bad gone and taken the 
diamond with him. 


According to all accounts—and they 


ugreo remarkably well—Jacques Dupont 
was a gem merchant of Paris who went 
to Quebec about 1750 to sell diamonds and 
other precious stones to tho French tirmy 
olliuers of the garrison. He sold a largo 
number of diamonds, taking his p.iy in 
gold and beaver skins, which wero jufct as 
good. Later his daughter Lucy came 
across, bringing more gems and a beauti- 
ful face, which latter set all tho officers 
half w ild with admiration. 


After the fall of Quobec Dupont took his 


daughter and his diamonds and htruck 
south through tho wilderness, hoping to 
reach tho Acadian settlements at Grand 
Falls aud dispose of the balance of bin 
stock. Though tho woods wero full of 
painted and warlike Indians at the time 
thoy wero all friendly to the French, so i 
tho party traveled tho whole way under an 
escort of admiring savages. 


AH went well until they reached Ed- 


iinindston, where Mile. Lucy was taken 
with smallpox. 
Thereupon every redskin 


turned upon tho old man and his daugh- 
ter, drove them out of the settlement, forc- 
ing them into the unexplored wood.-) along 
Aroostook river. Six months later Dupont 
came out to (j rand Fulls alone, saying that 
Lucy bad died from cxpobiiro and that he 
had buried her in a stono tomb near a wa- 
terfall and had covered her body with gold 
coins, diamonds and beaver skins. 
Soon 


after this ho returned to France, where he 
died. 


By this time tho Maine woods wero full 


of logging camps, which were occupied by 
men of all nations. Among these the talc 
spread rapidly. 
Mon with money caught 


tho eni/o for Pupont's wealth and sent 
well equipped parties to all i>ortions of 
northern Maine. Still no diamonds were 
found until Jerry Harper came hero from 
Now Brunswick. 


If Harper's btory can bo credited, ho 


found the diamond* by accident in the fall 
of lbH."i. 
Ho mot a man In lloulton who 


hired him to go into tho woods, telling him 
to bo at tho old log bridge in Masardis ut 
4 o'clock in tho afternoon four days later. 
Instead of llnding a whole crew, as he had 
expected, nobody but Harper's employer 
showed up. Ho looked Harper over, mo- 
tioned for him to fall in behind and start- 
ed off at a brisk walk for tho woods. The 
man paid no attention to logging roads or 
natural paths, but wont due northwest by 
compass for two days, making no stop ex- 
cept to eat and sloop. Xear the cluoo of 
the third day ho ordered Harper to htop 
and put up a lean to camp, as Ihoy had 
reached tho end of tho journey. 


L,>ng after supper the strango man light 


cd a d.irk lantern, and producing a long 
rope told Harper to follow him. 
They 


walked a mile or moro and cnme to a high 
ledgy hill, which they ascended. On top 
of tho hill was n round knob of ledge uhout 
four rods in diameter. 
Though the ledge 


wns of limestone tho capstone was clay 
filato, indicating that it had been brought 
thither at a later date. Tho man c.ut a 
btout thorn beam ntiek and used it to pry 
up this stono, while Harper chinked it in 
place by smaller stones. When it was half 
way up, the two men tool; hold of it, with 
their hands and stood it on edge. Tho re- 
moval of the stone ro\ exiled a scam in the 
ledge 10 feet long and 
-1 to 0 feet wide. 


The strungo man then turned to llarpor 
and said: 


"Tie this lino about you and take the 


lantern and I'll lower you down." 


Tho holo poovcd to bo not moro than 


four feet deep, so that, no lino was needed, 
which led Harper to believe that his com- 
panion had never soon the place before. 


"Xo\v," said tho man, "pick up all tho 


bright pieces of glass and htono which you 
see and pass them out to mo." 


Harpet turned tho light of the lantern 


on to tho bottom of tho cavo and saw that 
it was covered with bones, among which 
were piles of great gems which almost j 
made him blind. Ho had picked up ono j 
stono and was rising to hand it to the 
man abovo when tho flat cover of slate j 
rock fell down, hitting him on the head i 
and rendering him senseless. He was! 
aroused by a blast of cold air in his face. I 
Looking up ho saw three mon standing at 
tho edge of tho hole waving torches abovo 
him. Believing thorn to bo his hito com- 
panion and two other employees who had 
como later, Harper staggered to his feet, 
held out the diamond and said: 


"Hero's ono of them, and thero aro a lot i 


moro among tho bones." 


Instead of taking the proffered gem, Iho 


men began to yell with terror and started 
off through the woods, running for their 
lives. Harper, who still bolievod them to 
be friends, gave chase, following them un- 
til nearly daylight, when ho fell down ex- 
hausted. Ho passed a week in searching 
the woods, but failed to find tho open tomb 
or any of tho men. 
Then ho concluded 


that another party had como while ho was 
down in tho tomb, and, having killed his 
employer, tho men were about to descend 
for tho spoils uhcn they saw him and 
heard him speak, and, mistaking him for 
a ghost, loft the treasure without, seeing a 
filnglo diamond. 


In tbo summer of 1889, as Harper was 


conducting a big party up tho Little Aroo- 
stook river, n cunoo was overturned near 
Aroo&took fallR, and Harper and two com- 
panions wore drowned. Since then hcoros 
of voyages havo been nmdc after the burled 
wealth, which is Ktlll undiscovcrable.— 
1'hiladelphla Times.

THE MEDICAL STUDENT. 


Bow He Got HIM Education lii the Olden PRESERVING A SKIJS. 


In tho old days, which many of our still 


active practitioners well remember, tho 
medical student wus registered wltha prac- 
ticing physician, who more or less intelli- 
gently directed bis reading, and sometimes 
took him on his rounds as a sort of private 
assistant, giving him fitful glimpses of pa- 
tients. He attended rarely three, some- 
times two, often only ono course of lec- 
tures in n medical sohool, hearing the same 
lectures over aguin each year. 
Tho only 


thing which ho ever learned actually to do 
With his flngers in the medical school wus 
to dissect tho dead subject, and hero his 
experience was not usually large. 
He 


made careful notes of many views regard- 
ing disease and its nature, and usually 
stepped out upon the arena with a general 
Idea that disease was a thing which got 
into the bodies of certain unfortunate peo- 
ple, and which -ho was to drive out if he 
could with some one or more of his precep- 
tor's prescriptions, which -he had carefully 
copied in small compass ready for emer- 
gencies. 


'ft'hss he biitl -iisec-^ered the proper name 


to attach to his patient's malady, the rest 
was largely a matter of an alphabetical 
index of remedies und a calm abiding of 
the consequences. It should not bo im- 
agined that tho practitioners of medicine 
in the old days were necessarily lucking in 
wide views, practical knowledge and great 
skill, but when this was tho cast1, it was 
usually owing to n training which they 
had scoured after and not before they be- 
came doctors of medicine. 


The medical college consisted of a group 


of medical men who obtained a charter, 
hired a building, partitioned off among 
themselves the subjects which wero deemed 
essential—anatomy, physiology and possi- 
bly chemistry, matoria medica, pathology 
and thu practice of' medicine, obstetrics 
nnd surgery.

In tho third ehapler Fengon, tho uncle, 


tries a second time, to entrap Hamlet, in 
politic madness, and cau.ses one of hi.s 
councillors to be secretly hidden in tho 
queen's chamber, behind the curtains, to 
hear what speeches pass between llninlct 
nnd tho qucun. 
Hamlet kills him and 


thus escapes danger. In the fourth chapter 
Hamlet is sent toKngland by Feiifjon, with 
secret letters to havis him put to death. 
While his companions sleep Hamlet coun- 
terfeits tho letters "willing the kiny of 
Kngland to put the two messengers to 
death." Here ends the resembliuico be- 
tween the history and the play. The Unm- 
et of the history returns to Denmark, 
slays his uncle., burns his palace, makes 
in oration to tho Danes and If elected 
iing. He goes back to England, kills tho 
zing of that country, returns to Denmark 
with two English wives, and finally falls, 
through the treachery of one of those la- 
dies. This is the supposed source of tho 
ilotof Shakespeare's "Hamlet."—Chicago 
ihron'.cle.

SPIDER CANCER. 


THE WIFE OF NANSEN. 


An JtBtfoyins; Bleinl«hr Which T« gerloo* 


Only Im Very Kore Cases. 


One of the blemishes sometimes soon 


upon an otherwise perfect skin is what is 
known as spider cancer, tifiough the name 
Itself IB most unfortunate and misleading, 
as there is nothing cancerous either in the 
nature or In the appearance of tho thing in 
question. 


Spider cancer is In reality n very simple 


thing. It is not dangerous except in very 
rare, cases, and is caused by the dilation of 
the minute blood vessels ut some point in 
tho skin. 


At any timo after birth u small reddish 


point may bo noticed upon the surface of 
tho skin. Radiating from this center may 
bo seen little huirliko lines, also red. 
Tho 


spot may rcrnpin stationary, or may in- 
crease in size as time goes on. It is usually 
not much elevated above tho surrounding 
surface, though it is possible that a veri- 
table tumor may form. Tho swelling and 
redness disappear underpressure, but im- 
mediately reappear when the pressure is 
removed. 


Spider cancer may occur on any part of 


tho body, but shows a predilection for the 
face, scalp and extremities. It is because 
of the involvement of tho exposed regions 
that attention is attracted to the affection 
and anxiety about it increased. 


A s has been said, tho course of spider 


cancer is shrouded in uncertainty. Though 
present at birth, it may disappear soon aft- 
erward. Sometimes it appears and disap- 
pears .spontaneously; in other cases it rap- 
idly increases in size. In rare cases it may 
bo accompanied by various complications, 
such as ulcertition nnd hemorrhage. 


As a rulo, spider cancer is unattended by 


any feeling of pain or uneasiness, though 
if tho blood vessels arc very much dilated, 
tho continual hum from the murmur of tho 
blood as it flows along may prove annoy- 
ing. 
If it swells to largo proportions, it 


may cause neuralgic pains from tho pres- 
sure upon tho nerves. 


The treatment of spider cancer depends 


entirely upon tho nature of tho case. 
As 


thero is danger of aggravating tho trouble, 
It is advisable, unless the blemish iw really 
unsightly, or thoro is Rome good reason for 
interference, to abstain from all treatment. 


In case somo treatment scorns desirable, 


removal by electricity has come to be con- 
sidered tho only safe method. Tho electric 
ncedlo is used to destroy the substance of 
tho mark. 
Tho process is tedious nnd re- 


quires tho caro of an expert in tho use of 
tho instrument. 


Tho resulting scar will bo more or less 


conspicuous, according to tho size of tho 
blemish and the skill of tho operator.—• 
Youth's Companion.

FunioiiH Battle Stoccls. 


The most celebrated battle steeds of the, 


civil war were. Cincinnati, Traveler and 
Winchester, tho favorite chargers of Orant, 
Lee and riheridan. When tho hero of Ticks- 
burg visited Cincinnati u few months after 
the close of that brilliant campaign, he 
was requested to visit a dying man, who 
was exceedingly desirous of seeing him. 
When they met, tho invalid said: "Gon- 
eral Grant, I wish to give you a noble' 
horse, who has no superior on the conti- 
nent, as a testimony of my admiration for 
your character and past services to our 
country. 
There is a condition attached to 


tho gift—that you will always treat him 
kindly." 
Grant accepted the magnificent 


bay, of course, faithfully keeping his prom- 
ise, and named him Cincinnati. Ho was a 
son of Lexington, with a single exception 
the fastest four mile thoroughbred that 
over ran on an American course. The gen- 
eral was offcrccr$10,UOO for the horse, a.s 
ho had a record of speed almost equal to 
that of his famous half brother Kentucky. 
Cincinnati was n superb and spirited steed 
of great endurance, Grant riding him al- 
most constantly during the Wilderness 
campaign, and passing from end to end of 
our long line. The noblo horse was retired 
soon after the close of tho war, enjoying 
"an old ago of dignified leisure" on a 
Maryland estate, whero hit* master fro- 
fluently saw him. and whore he died nnd 
received honorable burial in fc-epterubor, 
187-1.—Outlook.
